ISCHIA—The island of Ischia 
(pronounced EESkia) is the larg¬ 
est of four which serve to com¬ 
plete the outline of what appears 
to be the vast, extinct, and sub¬ 
merged volcanic crater, oval in 
shape and some 20 miles across In 
its greatest diameter, which is 
known the world over as the 
beautiful Bay of Naples. Lying 
about 13 miles southwest of the 
terraced city of Naples, Ischia is 
roughly the shape of a very 
bumpy egg and about 18 miles in 
circumference, from the center of 
which rises the cone, over 2500 
feet high, of Mt. Epomeo, a vol¬ 
cano inactive since 1301, and list¬ 
ed as "extinct”—-but you never 
can tell! About 15 miles south¬ 
east across the open sea lies the 
more famous and fashionable 
isle of Capri, which is about 18 
miles due south of Naples across 
the open sea, each of three points 
—Naples, Ischia, and Capri—pro¬ 
viding, on a clear day, an as- 
toundlngly beautiful view of the 
other two, the melting blue skies 
of Italy above, the sparkling ul¬ 
tramarine blue floor of the bay 
dotted with the white sails of 
small pleasure boats and the 
larger, patched and multi-colored 
sails of the fishermen's and pro¬ 
duce boats. 

Naples being for the moment 
the hub of my various excursions, 
one fine June morning I packed 
the one suitcase in which I had 
learned to carry all my belong¬ 
ings, and hoarded the little pro¬ 
duce and passenger steamer for 
Ischia. I was on a vagabond va¬ 
cation from another year of 
teaching in a small and compact 
country college, and I was conse¬ 
quently alert for novelty, strange¬ 
ness, beauty, adventure, and the 
Fifth Freedom — “footloose and 
and fancy free." Ever since the 
age of five, when I formed the 
habit of running away dally with 
the neighbor’s terrier to the wood¬ 
ed stream on the other side of 
town, I had wanted to know what 
lies beyond the horizon and how 
the people over there look, how 
they live, and what they say. This 
vague but irrepressible yearning 
gradually merged with a young 
and growing passion for history— 
at first, battles and fighting he¬ 
roes, then adding the study of 
what man has done in religions, 
in arts and crafts, in government, 
in science, in manners and cus¬ 
toms. 

Though Ischia presents nothing 
of a highly spectacular nature, its 
layout, its friendly people, its evi¬ 
dences of mythological and his¬ 
torical background provided an 
instructive and diverting week¬ 
end. In the little town with the 
mouth-filling name of Cassamic- 
ciola where I debarked, my mod¬ 
est and comfortable hotel—at 
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Sierra News Stand

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which I was the only guest at 
dinner that evening—was conduct¬ 
ed by a smiling and attentive 
couple who served a perfect meal 
and responded heartily and good- 
naturedly to my halting and 
sketchy Italian. Signora Concetto, 
who greeted me when I returned 
to the lounge, was a remarkable 
old lady in appearance and char¬ 
acter, her face formed in heroic 
lines, her Italian eyes large, dark, 
luminous or sparkling by turns, 
depending upon the moment’s 
mood or topic. It was the great 
sorrow of her life that she and 
her big husband had remained 
childless. In the earthquake of 
1883 they had both been injured, 
narrowly escaping death under 
the ruins of their hotel, when she 
had pulled her unconscious hus¬ 
band from under a pile of debris, 
meanwhile holding up a section 
of falling wall with her own back 
until helD came. 

During the next two days I 
went bathing from the pebbly 
beach beyond the little Piazza 
(public square), walked or drove 
in a carriage along the meander¬ 
ing sea wall in both directions 
from the town, visited the ancient 
mineral baths, in one of which 
was a representation in tiled mo¬ 
saic of Nero at the arena and 
some copies of Pompeian fres¬ 
coes, and took long walks inland 
and along the cart-road, well 
enough paved to satisfy the verv 
rare motorist who frightened all 
the horses on the island with his 
horn and his exhaust. One of the 
most amusing and touching sights 
of the island was the daily spec¬ 
tacle of a man whose prized pos¬ 
session was a brood of five little 
pigs which he herded down to the 
waterfront each morning to feed 
upon the refuse and garbage of 
the port. One could almost see 
them grow! 

On my final afternoon I walked 
to the extreme eastern end of the 
island, skirting on the way an 
extensive grove of tall and majes- 
tic "umbrella” (stone) pines, the 
freshening sea breeze making soft 
music through their crowns. Be¬ 
yond these pines soared Monte 
Epomeo, said by mythology to be 
the result of the anger of the gi¬ 
ant Typhoeus. when his peaceful 
abode on Ischia was disturbed by 
Jupiter’s thunderbolts. I reached 
and crossed the narrow causeway 
some fifth of a mile long which 
connects the little town of Ischia 
with the islet upon which stands, 
on an elevation, the 15th century 
castle of Alphonso of Aragon. It 
was here, high above the sea, in 
1509. that Vlttoria Colonna, bril-, 
liant and beautiful great lady of ( 
the Renaissance, wed the one 
great love of her life, Ferrante 
of Pescara; it was here that she 
waited long years for him to come 
back from the wars of Emperor 
Charles V, and it was here that 
she returned from Rome after re¬ 
ceiving the news of his death 
from a wound at Milan before 
she could reach his side. And 
here she remained for many years 
in her widowhood, declining sev¬ 
eral offers of brilliant marriages. 
And on an opposite cliff there 
stands the stone tower with a 
high window toward the castle, 
from which, legend says. Michael 
Angelo used to greet the sunrise 
and wait for a glimpse of the 
great lady whose beauty of body 
and soul was the inspiration of 
some of his finest sonnets and of 
the greatest friendship of his life.

With American Marines now firmly established on Iwo Jima, 
Emperor Hirohito can almost feel the hot breath of an avenging 
enemy blowing down his royal neck. 

This time it isn’t possible for the Japs to laugh off their de¬ 
feat with the claim that the territory taken by our troops is of no 
real importance. Next to the Japanese homeland itself, we have 
landed on the spot that hurts the most. * 

When American superforts are able to use the island they can 
hit Tokyo with much heavier bomb loads than formerly, since the 
amount of gasoline necessary for such a trip will be cut in half. 
Medium bombers will also be able to make the trip and our long- 
range fighters can provide escort protection. The Nips are also 
deprived of Iwo Jima as a base for their own fighter planes which 
were able to attack our B-29’s going to and from the Japanese 
Capital. 

This latest hop toward Tokyo reminds us that three years ago 
at this time the military shoe was on the other foot. Singapore 
had fallen in mid-February and everywhere in the Far East Allied 
troops were retreating before the surge of the little yellow man. 

Even as recently as a year ago we had penetrated only the 
outer fringe of Japan’s stolen empire. At that time, in February, 
1944, we made our first attack on Truk. Take a look at the map 
and you’ll better appreciate the progress made in the past 12 
months. 

The presence of our forces on Japan’s front door step doesn’t 
mean that the war in the Pacific is all but finished. Every step 
nearer Tokyo is a much harder step. 

America’s full effort—physically and spiritually—is still abso¬ 
lutely necessary. Victory will come, but it must be fought and 
prayed for.
